graduating class of 1936, know the value of an education and have taken ad- 
vantage of the opportunities which have come our way.

Thus anyone can see the very vital importance of a 
good education.” 

And now, dear classmates, as we go out in the world may we profit from our 
years spent in high school and even though many of us will not have the opportunity 
of going on to school, we can still further our education by reading good books and 
magazines, and may we all come to know the meaning of a good education.

Senior Class History 


On the morning of September 19, 1932, fifty-two very excited boys and girls were 
seen trying to find the starting point on the climb up the ladder of Learning and 
Knowledge.

At the end of the year everyone felt ‘weaker but wiser,” from the hard struggle 
he had made to the second step upward. 

The third happy year of high school began September 24, 1934, and the class started 
quickly to achieve more knowledge and to battle bravely toward another round in the 
ladder. . 

The leaders for the year were Ralph Alley, Marion Thacker, Alice Miller, and Billie 
Craun. Mr. Glick was advisory member and Miss Click the honorary member. 

This year the class was well represented in athletics. 

After the first month had elapsed, a hike and picnic were planned. 

Just before the year was up, and another round in the ladder had been reached, the 
group entertained the seniors and gave them a final farewell treat. 

The class came together for the fourth and final year in the fall of 1935 and elected 
Mearl Gordon as president, to be assisted by Marion Thacker, Alice Miller, and Billie 
Craun. Miss Miller and Miss Click were the advisory and honorary members respectively. 

In the early part of the year the group had their first outing together as seniors and 
on March 20, 1936, had a party in the school auditorium. 

This year tasks were more complicated and there was plenty of hard work, but these 
did not hinder progress. It proved to be a most glorious year for everyone. 

And now that we, the class, have fulfilled our duties and graduated from high school, 
we still have in mind that slogan, “Not to the top, but climbing.” We do not profess 
to have reached the goal in learning, for we realize there is much to learn yet. We do, 
however, think we have learned a great deal, and for this we are most grateful to all the 
members of the faculty, and to those that have left us in the past three years.
